Pnckins Apple* In TjCavrs. 
A few years ago, Mr. J. W. Iloynton. of 
Eisl Hartford, while gathering up leaves 
under an npplo tree, in the spring, ob- 
served beneat)) them a few fresh, unfrozen 
apples. It suggested at once that dry 
!e»ves wf uld answer well as packing mate- 
rial for fruit, and tbe next fall, ani every 
season -since, he has used them for this 
purpose. We saw a few days ago some 
specimen* thus preserved, seemingly as 
fresh and as piqaant in flsvor as when first 
gathered; yet he assnred as that they were 
varie'ies that wntil ! hive df caved months 
a;;o if un protected. His plan is to jiick the 
apples carefully -it the proper f!m», b it not 
to pack them until the Ipavp-; a'-o p'rf'ntly 
dry and the weather q'litn co'l. '!"lien 
the apples and leaves ar» |)ia''ed in ahernate 
layers, and tbe Inst layer of leaves crowded 
in as close as possible liy placing any conve 
nient weight on tbe cover of the barrel. 
Tbe leaves are of saeh elasticity that tbe 
whole may be compressed so Hghtly as to 
prevent any slacking, <&c., &o., and yet, 
not bruise the apple in the slightest dei^reo.

Col. Sr a v maa cai's lather was eaa of tha 
early rettlers of Mason county, having come 
hither with many others from Vitginia. It 
waa in tbia County that Col. gr avaa soir 
waa bom, acd here that the earlier aod 
latest years of bia evoatfal life wera apent. 
He was in his flfly«fe«ith year when be 
died. 

Col. Stbtbrsoh waa more indebted to 
bis own ambition and indomitable energy, 
for hia early literary education, than to the 
aid of schools, for at that period wbea roost 
young men are at College, ha waa engaged 
in learning tbe art of a mechanic. He was, 
nevertbelesa, an induatrioua student, and 
few men 11 tbe State have acquired a greater 
repatation foi varied information aod ac- 
cnrala learning. Heatadiedlaw, aod having 
a profound and almoat idolatrooa Teoerstion 
for our wise system of government, made 
tliat braoeb of tha law eonneeted with the 
development and expoaition of eonatitutioo- 
■1 principles, his peculiar study. But few 
men in tbe eoontry better underatood tbe 
true spirit and meaaingof fhataaored inaim 
ment. From hU boyhood to the death of 
tbe lamented Clat, be waa an able, ardent 
and sealons member of tbe Wb:g party, the 
warm personal friend of that diatingnisbed 
patriot, sharing io his peraonal eateem and 
having to ao onlinited extent bia eon- 
tidence. Aa editor of the Frankfort Com- 
montveatth, horn 1841 to 1847. hediatingnieb- 
ed h'mself aa an able leader of bia party, 
and was unsnrpaEsrd as a akilfal politician 
and forcible writer, io a'great meaanre oon- 
trolliug the politica of the State, and exert- 
a powerful i cfiuence wherever his paper was 
read. From 1847 to 1849 he ediied the 
Cincinnati Atlas and Cincinnati Chronicle, 
and from 1850 to 1858, bad charge of the 
Eagle of this p'ace. His editorial career 
waa marked throughout by remarkable in- 
dnatry, and great tact and ability. He was 
always sincere in his political convictions, 
and no mere consideration of expediency, 
or peraonal interest, wss powerfal aooagh at 
any time to induce him to swerve in the 
leeet from what he believed to be tho line 
of hia doty. While bia party was io power- 
it is well known, he might have obtained al- 
most any lucrative poaition be desired. — 
Several aoeb places wera <Ared him but 
were declined. He indulged an almost 
morbid aensitireoess in regard to holding 
offices, where tbey might be supposed to be 
the reward of political services. 

He waa a fine speaker aa well aa ready 
and forcible writer, and whether, beard 
upon the stump, in the forum, or through 
the press, ha alwaya commanded attention 
by tba elearaesa of bia illoatratioca and (be 
force and power of his logic His extensive 
informatioo, ready memory, and quick per- 
ceptiooa, made him a formidable antagonist 
to encounter in debate, aa many of tbe first 
men in tbe State have reaaon to remember. 

In hia private relatione Col. Stetkhson 
was one of the most amiable of men, kind 
and affectionate io hia family, ardent io his 
friendship*, and generous to • faalL His 
great weakneaa waa a' total abnegation of 
hia own aelf iotereata. Tbe following beau- 
tiful conceit of tha eelebratod Leigh Hunt, 
was a favorite quotation of tbe Colonel's, 
which he often repeated with great admira- 
tion, snd ws rsprodneo It as happily illus- 
trating the ezpansiva beneTolenos of hia 
own heart:

How THE War Affects Mas3Acho.sf.tts*

Tbe purcbaaeaof coal for the pres- 
ent quarter amoant to upwarda of eight 
thoasand tons, while the eonaumption of 
bar iron daring tbia quarter is eaUmated at 
one and a half million of pounda. The ac- 
cumulation of guns in the arsenal now 
amounts to one br.udred and thir'y lh'Mis- 
and. The totel is increased diilv bv about 
nine hundred pieces, althouiih the mar.u- 
fiicturo of birrf Is ftVHi-n>jes nearlv one thoa- 
sand a da}-, Rod is diminished by orders 
from the government at irregular intervals, 
the issues during the last fort-night amount- 
ing to fourteen ibouaand, while tbe previ- 
ous fortnight there were none. About for- 
ty thooeand, however, ara kept boxed, sub 
ject to call at any lime."

These men formed themselves into an 
army, and numbered about 5.000 men, 
poorly armed and equipped, but with real 
courage and patriotism, tbey have dared 
to give battle to tbe rebel regulars at a place 
called Warm Springs, north of Ashville, 
Buncombie Connty, N. C, and neaj the 
Tennessee line. These brave men were 
making tbeir way toward Knoxville, when 
they were atucked on the 29tb of October, 
by a part of tbe Twenty-fifth North Caro- 
lina Regiment under command ofLieateo- 
aot Colonel Samuel C. Bryson, who was 
badly whipped, and forced to lieat a hasty 
retreat to Ashville. The rebels lost six 
killed and thirty wounded. Among the 
killed as L'eutenant Hyatt. 

After the fight tbe Unionists advanced 
and took Ashvill aaa faint, and came near 
Uking General Vance, eon of the Governor, 
and hia ataff. priaonera. 

After this the patriot band fell back to 
tbe mountains; and a letter from Ghivernor 
"Vance, dated Madison County, North Caro- 
lina, November 3, saya the enemy have 
withdrawn from Western North Carolina to 
Eaat Tennessee. Thoy carried o£f several 
prominent citizens iu chains. 

It is said that Dr. Leech, Messr*. Turner, 
Gaither, Christian and Davidson, all Union 
men of the Uolden school , are elected to 
the rebel Congreaa from North Carolina, 
The three first are certainly chosen. 

New York, November 15. — The Balti- 
more American's correspondence from 
Cbarleaton earbor of tbe 11th. snya the 
Monitors Mootauk and Passaic had returned 
from Port Boyal, folly repaired. The gun. 
boat Nissie bad arrived. 

The bombardment of Snmpter goea on 
without, unusual incident. The rebel fire 
was not serious. The Monitor Patapsco 
recently threw five shells into Battery iSee, 
compelling the rebela to desert their guns 
for a time. 

General Gilmore recently threw three or- 
dinary sheila into tbe center of Charleston, 
to trv the range of hia gaoa. The corres- 
pondent preaumes, however, that Cbarles- 
too will not be etaelled till the Monitors are 
in poaition io Bebellioo Boada. When ita 
surrender can be demanded according to 
all forms and usa^j-s of war. 

The rebels have at least two thousand 
negroes working on batteries on Sullivan's 
man of small | and James' Island, but many of them will 
he found uselei-a when the great trial comes. 
Tbe correapondent concludes tbat the pros- 
pect of early and successful resnlis were 
never more promising than now, and in- 
distinctly refera to ao experiment recently 
made so full of success, that the rebel ol>- 
struclions no longer are to ba feared, stating 
his firm conviction that wo will have 
Charleston or its ruins between this and 
ChriatBMS.

Thomas li. Stevenson. 

We regret to be called upon to nnnounce 
tbat tbia gentleman died at his reaidence in 
this city at an early hour on Saturday morn- 
ing, his remains being followed to the Mayp- 
ville Cemetery by his family and friends on 
Sunday afternoon. In his early manhood Mr 
Stevenson waa a zealous and able adherent of 
the Whig party in Kentucky, and was a 
warmly attached politii^al and personal friend 
of its great leader, to whose fortunes he was 
devoted and who reposed in him i^roat confi- 
dence. As the editor of the Commonwealth, 
which position he filled with decided ability 
and remarkable industry for many years, he 
will be rememberedaaoneof tbe moat brilliant 
of tbe editorial corps of the State, and a very 
forcible advocate of the Whig cause and prin- 
ciples. From Frankfort he removed to Cin- 
cinnati, where he practiced law for some 
moots, leaving it to resume bis profession of 
editor in the Cincinnati Atlas, in which paper 
he made his mark upon tlio politics of that 
State. From Cincinnati he cauio to Maysville 
to preside over the lortunes of the Eagle, 
which paper ho conducted with characteristic 
talent and indefatigable industry tor some 
years. He had in early life became deeply 
imbued with the importance of a complete 
system of Internal Improvements to develope 
the resources of the State, and ae editor of the 
Eagle he advocated the building of some rail- 
roads entering Maysville with much warmth 
and earnestness yubseiiuently, upon retir- 
ing tV^im tlio Kiiirle, he tiooauio President of 
the .May.svilie and His Sandy Kail Uoad Com- 
pany, 'i'liat the ditlerent projects failed was 
no fault of .Mr. Stevenson, tlifniiili he encount- 
ered his full share of the ohhxiuy whicii was 
visited upon all who had ur^ed and been con- 
nected With these enterprises. 

He was a man of great and varied informa- 
tion, (ifestensivo reading, atowed in a mind of 
wonderf ul memory. He wrote with singular 
lease, very forcibly, though rather redundant 
and profuse in style. His recollection of poli 
I tical men and facts made him a formidable 
janta;ionist in debate. His faults were those of 
I a tciiiperinent too sanguine and impulsive for 
' his own buccess, too much ao to make him a 
sale leader for others. Ho was a kind and af- 
fectionati' man in his laiiiily, hy whom I.e 
was dearly loved and tenderly nursed ;n his 
illness, and who have the syiii|.atliy and kind 
wishes of all, even of those who could not 
agree with Mr. Stevenson in the political opin- 
ions entertained by him of late years, and wbo 
were separated from him by political differj 
ences.
